U.S. Patent 6,700,407 to Wert provides a 
level shifter for a reference voltage generator [210]. U.S. Patent 6,567,028 to Huang 
et al describes reference voltage stabilization for an ADC [21 6]. U.S. Patent 6,534,806 
to Wert generates a reference voltage. U.S. Patent 6,459,628 to Bautista et al 
stabilizes reference voltage signals. U.S. Patent 6,366,1 55 to Moon et al couples a 
reference voltage generator [23a] to an output driver [21]. U.S. Patent 6,034,519 to 
Yang shows a voltage generating circuit. U.S. Patent 5,877,61 5 to Wang et al 
provides a reference voltage adjuster. U.S. Patent 5,686,825 to Suh et al shows a 
reference voltage generation circuit. U.S. Patent 5,570,004 to Shibata discloses a 
reference voltage generator [6].
